Bombardment of Samoan Town Continued for Eight Days.

‘tAuckiand, N. Z., March 29.—The troubles 
growing out of the election of a king of 
Samoa have taken a more serious turn 
and resulted in the bombardment of na- 
tive villages along the shore by the United 
States cruiser Philadelphia, Admiral Kautz 
commanding, and the British cruisers Por- 
poise and Royalist. 

The bombardment has continued inter- 
mittently for eight days. 

- Several villages have been burned 
and there have been a number of 
cosualties among the American and 
Tritish sailors and marines. As yet 
it is impossible to estimate the num- 
‘ber of natives killed or injured. 

+ As Mataafa and his chéefs, constituting 
the provisional government, continued to 
defy the treaty after the arrival of the 
Philadelphia, Admiral Kautz summoned 
the various consuls and the senior naval 
officers to a conference on board the Phil- 
adelphia, when the whole situation was

WAR DEPARTMENT STARTLED. 


NEWS OF ACTION IN SAMOA WAS 
NOT EXPECTED. 


Germany May Hold England and the 
United States Responsible if 
Further Trouble Is Had. 


Washington, March 2.—The news from 
Samoa that the United States cruiser Phil- 
adelphia and the British cruisers Por- 
poise and Royalist had bombarded the 
towns held by Mataafa, who has thus far 
had the official support of the German 
government, came with startling sudden- 
ness to officials here and displaced for the 
time Being the attention given to the fight- 
fing around Manila. ) 

The shelling of Mataafa was looked upon 
as a secondary importance, but the deep- 
est interest attached to the attitude of the 
German government, 

At first apprehensions were felt that 
grave international complications. might 
ensue. But those most intimately familiar

London and ‘Berlin did not’ 
take such a gloomy view of the outlook. 

While recognizing that the vioodshed at 
Samoa created a very serious and delicate 
situation, yet it was said to be a situation 
which had been clearly apprenended, and 
had been discussed in advance between the 
representatives of the three governments. 

The crisis from an international stand- 
point occurred last week, when this ap- 
prehended outbreak was discussed. Al- 
though relations were greatly strained it 
was possble to secure an understanding 
which is said to make sure that the out- 
break now reported will not cause a rup- 
ture in the relations between the United 
States and Germany, or between Great 
Britain and Germany. 

Eager Interest in Details. 

The details of the bombardment, as con- 
veyed in the Associated Press dispatches, 
were read with eager interest by leading 
government and diplomatic officers who 
have been most-directly concerned in hand- 
ling the Samoan question. There was 
nothing of an official character, however, 
either at the state or navy departments or 
at the British or Germany embassies, to 
augment the very full press report. Upon 
this officials based their views. 

In all quarters there were expressions of 
concern and surprise at the seriousness 
and extent of the bombardment and the 
resulting loss.ef life. That some overt act 
would take place has been apprehended. 
for many days, but there was little idea it 
would take such a broad sweep and lead to 


} such heavy loss of life. 


In this aspect of the case the actual re- 
sults were regarded as far more serious 
than those which had been expected and 
provided for, during the recent @iplomatic 
exchanges between the three governments. 
Moreover, new elements of international 
danger had expectedly arisen. These in- 
clude@ the proclamation of the German 
consul, Rose, which, it ig believed, tended 
to incite the Mataafa party to an open re- 
volt; also the wounding and killing of Brit- 
ish sailors and marines, the shooting of an 
American sentry and the attacks of the 
several consulates, 

These all involve unknown possibilities of 
serious complication. While they had been 
guerded against as far as possible by the 
recent anticipatory exchanges, yet it was 
felt that the German press and national sen- 
timent might be wrought to a high pitch 
by the events which had occtirred, and that 
this outburst of popular feeling might over- 
come the strong efforts of officials to keep 
the subject within pacific bounds.

| VIOLENT SCENE IN DEPUTIES. 


TWO OPPOSING PARTIES OF BEL-

Episode Brought on by Discussion of 
Expulsion of a Former Cath- ~ 
olic Priest. 


. Brussels, March 29.—There were some ex- 
citing scenes in the chamber of deputies 
today in connection with the discussion of 
the recent expulsion from Belgium of a 
former priest named Charbonnel, a native 
of France, whose lectures on socialism the 
authorities considered objectionable. 

‘Ihe socialist members interpolated the 
government and the rightist deputies tried 
to closure the debate. This led to violent 
socialist protests, during which speakers 
attacked the king and the government gen- 
erally, leading to much uproar. BEventual- 
ly. the president of the chamber declared 
the sitting suspended and the socialists 
and leftists, rising in a body, rushed to- 
ward the rightists, flourishing their fists. 
Though actual fighting was avoided = 
uproar was deafening. 

The most abusive epithets were used nor 
the presiding president ordered the gal- 
leries to be cleared. Thereupon the specta- 
tors appealed to the socialists, who told 
them to remain. Thig caused some of the 
spectators to resist the ushers, and soldiers 
had to be summoned to clear the galleries, 
resulting in a series of exciting scuffles. 

In the meantime the deputies on the floor 
continued to vituperate, but the house was 
eventually cleared and the sitting was eus- 
pended fof an hour, during which M. Be- 
thune, a member of the right, and M. Jour- 
nez, socialist, exchanged challenges to fight 
a duel, .

Cabin of passengers. As reported, there 
were about sixty people aboard, among 
Whom were M. C. Lewis, traveling freight 
agent for the Lee line, and 8.'C. Humph- 
rey, general agent for the Chicago Mill and 
Lumber Company, of Cairo, The cause of 
tthe disaster cannot be obtained.

Steamer with Bodies of Dead Soldiers 
Saluted Soleninly. 

New York, March 29.—The United States 
transport Crook, Captain Wolcott, arrived 
this morning from Porto Rico and Santia- 
go With 306 passengers and 682 bodies of 
the soldiers who died or were killed in bat- 
tle in Cuba and Porto Rico 

One hundred and twenty of the bodies 
are from Porto Rico. Fourteen are Seven- 
ty-first regiment men. Among the passen- 
gers are General Ezra W. Ewers and wife, 
Captain Underwood, of the Fifth immunes; 
Captain Faravan, of the Fifth infantry, 
and Captain Norton, 

There are state delegates and undertak- 
ers on board who went to Cuba to make 
arrangements for the transfer of the dead. 

The Crook arrived off the Sandy Hook 
lightship last evening, and was obliged to 
stay outside owing to a dense fog and 
generally disagreeable weather. She got 
under way again early this morning and 
passed through the narrows at 7:30 o'clock 
with her colors at the masthead. When the 
doctors’ boat went alongside at quarantine 
the American ensign floating from the top 
of the mast on Fort Wadsworth was lower- 
ed to half mast and the transport imme- 
diatciy iowered hers. No salute was fired.

The Morning Session. 

The appointment of a committee on reso- 
lutions and the discussion which this gave 
rise to, consumed the morning hour. The 
adoption of resolutions, retaining in the 


hands of the convention the power to call 


back from the committee on resolutions any 
resolution which may have been introduced 
but not reported to the convention, was con- 
etrued as an effort on the part of those op- 
posed to the constitutional convention to 
p a discussion which might In the 
end prevent this convention committing it- 
self to the new constitution provision. It 
ig very evident that nobody cares to fight 
the constitutional convention openly, be- 
cause the sentiment is overwhelmingly in 
its favor, but there are strong local political 
influences ‘which are so thoroughly satisfied 
with the way things now stand, that they 
would {ike to see the-constitutional conven- 
tion fail, and if they are able to help this 
along by getting up a row in this conven- 
tion they will be happy.

Strong Fight in Afternoon.

one of the leading supporters of the wu- 
stitutional convention, moved the previous 
question. 

This shut off all opportunity for amend- 
ment and precipitated an excited and 
strong fight, which continued through the 
afternoon and until nearly 8 o’clock at 
night. Frank Pettus, Chairman Bob Lowe 
and Representative Tunstall were the spe- 
cial jeaders on the constitution side. Ad- 
jutant General Brandon was the chief 
fighter for the anti-convention side. Con- 
gressman Henry Clayton was the leader 
of the strong element that opposed making 
it a party question. He submitted a sub- 
stitute for the first paragrapn of the 
committee’s report as follows: 

“That the question of constitutional con- 
vention or no constitutional convention 
shall be left open so far as the demo- 
cratic party is concerned, and that each 
individual democrat be left free to deter- 
mine for himself; whether he will vote 
for or against said convention, and the 
fact that any democrat has participated 
in the gelection of nominees for delegates 
shall in nowise be construed as binding him 
to vote for a constitutional convention.” 

No opportunity was. given for a vote 
on this, the committee’s resolution being 
put through, under the previous question 
call, by a vote of 254 to 244, 


‘At times during the discussion the con-. 


vention hall was pandemonium and there 


were some sharp clashes which suggested | 


the probability of personal encounters, but 
in the end all was peaceful. 

The most open clash was between Chair- 
man Lowe and Bowman, the old Kolb 
leader, Another was between Lowe and 
Henry Clayton. 

Strong efforts were made to reconsider 
the resolutions later, but the conveution 
refused. 

It also adopted a resolution introduced 
by Jim Tanner, of Birminghan, setting 
. forth: 

“That it is the sense of the convention 
constitutional convention be held.’

Manila, March 29 (Wednesday), 10:10 p. 
m.—After a couple of hours of rest General 
MacArthur’s division ‘pushed on across 
rice fields and rivers, through the jungle 
without meeting any opposition, the enemy 
flying from the villages of Taal, Ucat and 
Bigaa after burning them. The town of 
Bulacan, the capital of the province, was 
burned and abandoned, although General 
MacArthur passed miles to the right. At 5 
o’clock the enemy made a stand in trenches 
half a mile beyond Guiguinto station at a 
river crossing. The Kansas and Pennsyl- 
vania regiments immediately deployed, 
crossing the railroad bridge under heavy 
fire, and attacked the enemy’s position. 
The rebels withstood the musketry fire for 
half an hour, but the artillery disconcerted 
them,- and at the end of a forty-five min- 
utes’ fight the insurgents bolted toward 
the hills. Our loss was two killed and 
twenty wounded. The enemy’s loss was 
severe. General MacArthur went into 
camp near Guiguinto station at 6:30 o’clock, 
four miles from Malolos. 


Continuous Action Yesterday. ~ 
Manila, March 29.—The American army 


advanced at 6 o’clock this morning, sweep- 
ing onward three miles: before 10 o’clock, 
and. driving the rebels beyond Bocave, to 
the east of Bulacati’ amd» on‘ the railroad 
leading to Malolos.

Two men of the Pennsylvania regiment 
and one man belonging to the Dakota reg- 
iment were woundéd. The Americans re- 
mained silent. , 

The country between Marilao and Manila 
Presents a picture of desolation. Smoke 
is curling from hundreds of ash heaps and 
the remains of trees and fences torn by 
shrapnel are to be, seen everywhere. The 
general appearance of the country is as if 
it had been swept by a cyclone. The roads 
are strewn with furniture and, clothing 
dropped in flight by the Filipinos. 

The only persons remaining behind are 
a few aged persons too infirm to escape. 
They camp beside the ruins of their former 
homes and beg passers-by for any kind of 
assistance. The majority of them are liv- 
ing on the generosity of our soldiers, who 
give them portions of their rations. 

Dead Filipinos in Jungle. 

Bodies of dead -Filipinos are stranded in 

the shallows of the river or are resting in 


the jungle where they crawled to die or 


were left in the wake of the hurriedly re- 
treating army. There is no time at pres- 
ent to bury them. 

The inhabitants who fled from Marilao 
and Meycauvayan left in sugh a panio that 
on tables our soldiers found spread money 
and valuables and in the rooms were trunks

The enemy also tore up sections of the 
railroad in many places and attempted to 
burn the bridge at Bigaa, put the fire was 
extinguished owing to the timely arrival 
of the Americans, 

The rebels had not finished their trenches 
along the line of today’s march, showing 
they were not prepared for our advance. 
It is believed, however, that there will be 
a hard fight before Malolos is taken. 

The Minnesota regiments re-enforced the 
division today, marching from the water- 
works during the night to Manila and go- 
ing to the front by train. 


MANY CASUALTIES YESTERDAY. 


Report of Fierce Fighting Yesterday 
Afternoon Is Made by Otis. 
Washington, March 29.—The following ad- 
vices from Manila were received by the 

war department tonight: 

“Manila; March 30.—MacArthur advanced 
at 6 o’clock yesterday morning from Man” 
lao. Passed rapidly to Bocave. At 11:45 
o’clock took up advance for Bigaa, and at 
3:15 o’clock in the afternoon for Guiguinto, 
three and one-half miles from Malolos, 
reaching that point at 5 o'clock. Casualties 
for the day about seventy. Fierce fighting 
in the afternoon. Troops made crossing 
of river at Guiguinto by working artillery 
over railway bridge by hand and swimming 
mules against flerce resistance. Column 
will pass on railroad to extreme front, 
nearly repaired, and will resupply troops 
today.

Only Two Obstacles Now in the Path 
of Americans. 

Weshirgton, March 2.—When General 
Otis reported to the war department early 
today that at 6 o’clock this morning the 
American troops under MacArthur again 
took up their advance, there was renewed 
expectation of fighting and decisive devel- 
opments. 

General Otis’s dispatch covered, much 
ground, not only in showing the position 
of our forces, but also the extent of the 


| advance contemplated for the day. 


The halt and rest of yesterday gave a 
new aspect to the advance, for instead of a 
long continued fight with jaded troops and 
exhausted supplies, MacArthur began prac- 
tically a new advance today with his men 
refreshed gnd well supplied. 

Major Simpson, who is closely following 
the movement of the troops by means of 
the military map, regarded General Otis’s 
dispatch as showing that the plan today 
was to reach Bigaa, seven miles from Ma- 
lolos and there wait until tomorrow for the 
final.advance on Malalos. 

The march cut out for today covers about 
seven miles. The two towns mentioned, Bo- 
cave and Bigaa; are the only ones along 
the line of march and they are small! pueb- 
los. 

There are two natural obstacles 
along the route, first, the Marilao 
and farther on the Bulacan river. The 
bridge over the Marilao river has been 
burned, but all reports indicate that the 
engineers ‘thave succeeded in repairing it. 
Bigaa. is just beyond the Builacan river so 
that General Otis’s report that MacArthur’s 
advance ‘‘will continue to Bigaa,” was con- 
strued at the war department to mean that 


lying 
river 


the two rivers would be passed before to- | 


day’s advance closed. 

Being seven miles from Malolos, our 
force can either cover that distance to- 
morrow or else turn southward and reduce 
the large city of Bulacan on the left. The 
expectation here is that they will keep on 
to Malolos and that tomorrow night will 
see them near the insurgent capital. 

The report that the enemy has destroyed 
the railway and telegraph lines compels 
our engineers practically to build a rail- 
road and telegraph line as our troops ad- 


vance. 

A high official of the war department 
summéd up the military situation as fol- 
lows: 

“The troops are in excellent spirits. Full 
supplies are on hand, the supply trains are 
keeping abreast of the men. The enemy 
is losing heart and falling back and to- 
night “we will be within seven miles of the 
enemy’s capital.” 

General Corbin does not credit the re- 
port that the insurgents have abandoned 
their capital and have moved back to San 
Fernando. He bases this conclusion on the 
fact that General Otis has reported no such 
movement, and he doubtless would be 
quick to report any move of such vital im- 


portance.

Special Cabinet Meeting Called 
Yesterday Morning, 


WANT PEACE COMMISSIONERS 


Officials Express Confidence In Ability of 
Otis To Capture Malolos, 


CIVIL SERVICE LAW 13 IN DISFAVOR 


It Is Evident from the Inaction of the 
President That No Steps Are To 
Be Taken To Hurry Volun- 
teers to the Philippine 
Islands. 


Washington, March 29.—At the cabinet 
meeting today, which lasted until} 1 o'clock, 
a variety of subjects, including a number of 
questions which have arisen during the 
two weeks of the president's absence [n the 
south, were discussed. 

The question of raising an additional 
force of troops to go to the Philippines was 
not mentioned at the meeting and it is 
not thought that the president has any 
such purpose in view at this time. 

The administration of affairs in Cuba 
came up and it was practically decided to 
simplify matters by consolidating some of 
the administrative departments, but just 
what changes will be made is yet unde- 
termined. 

The question of sshestibins the civil rules 
and regulations in certain lines of partic- 
ulars was under consideration and ihe pres- 
ident stated that he desired to dispose of 
the matter at an early day. 

Almost the last thing the president did 
before leaving for the south was to :eturn 
to the members of the cabinet their sever- 
al recommendations on the subject, with a 
request that they again go over them with a 
view to making any changes which sug- 
gested themselves during his absence. 

Today the president asked that he be 
furnished with their conclusions in the mat- 
ter as soon as possible and it is expected 
that it is his purpose to issue his order 
within a few days. 

It was again demonstrated at today’s 
meeting of the cabinet that while strongly 
upholding the principles of the civil service 
law, there is a disposition on the part of 
several members to ¢ériticise its Peaeent ad- 
ministration. 

Czar’s Rescript Discussed. 

The subject of the appointment of com- 
missioners to represent the United States at 
the forthcoming convention called by the 
ezar of Russia with a view to promoting 
peace among the nations was advanced by 
the president. 

It is understood that three ambassadors 
of the United States at European ports will 
be named, together with two or three citi- 
gens of the United States not in the diplo- 
matic service. The personnel of the com- 
mission has not been definitely decided. 

The new Nicaragua canal commission 
which was provided for in the last river and 
harbor bill was also discussed, and it is 
not likely that the members will be named 
very soon. 

Some attention was paid to.the campaign 
of the troops in the Philippines, and the 
administration is confident of the Capture 
of Malolos, the insurgent capital, in a few 
days: The arrival here of delegates from 
the Cuban assembly was toughed upon and 
the discussion brought out a reiteration of 
the conclusion to pay no attention to their 
demands. It is felt that the assembly dele- 
gates represent a disturbing element, and 
that under no circumstances would they 
be formally received by this government,

Inspector General Obear Arrives in the 
Central City. 


EFFORT OF THE COMPANIES 


To Maintain Their Organization as 
Militia. 


HUSSARS ARE TO HOLD AN ELECTION 


Company Now Without Commissioned 
Officer—Macon Volunteers Only 
Company That Is Organized.

The Macon 
Hussars are now withvut a commissioned 
officer, but they wiM hold an election next 
Saturday night for the purpose of electing 
a first lieutenant. Mr, J. C. Hook will be 
elected, as he was nominated for the posi- 
tion last night. He was for a long time 
first sergeant of the Hussars, and is a 
splendid military man. On Saturday night 
there will be no election for captain and 
second lieutenant, but the election of these 
will occur Jater. The purpose in just elect- 
ing only a first leutenant now ts to nave 
some one to take charge of the company. 
The Hussars have a good membership and 
its ranks were very large when the Cuban 
war commenced, and its enlistment was 
full. After the mustering out of the Hus- 
sars, Captain Bell resigned, the lieufen- 
ants had previously resigned and it app:ear- 
ed as if the company would not reorgan- 
ize, but the outleok now for’ reorganiza- 
tion is highly encouraging, and the proba- 
bility is the Hussars will soon resume its 
former efficiency. It is not known who will 
be elected captain and second Heutenant of 
the Hussars. 


The Floyd Rifles. 


What was said above of the Hussars is 
to some extent true of the Floyd Rifles. 
Since the mustering out of the Cuban war 
of this renowned and historic company, it 
has not reorganized, but at a meeting of 
the old members last night it was decided 
to reorganize, and Captain Blanton -Win- 
ship, who was the Rifles’s commander dur- 
ing the Spanish war, will retain the cap- 
taincy of the company.

Thieves at Work. 


Last night, presumably between 10 and 
11 o’clock, burglars made an extensive 
raid on the store of P. D. Todd & (o., 
clothing and gents’ furnishings, on Cher- 
ry street, between Third and Second 
streets. The store is situated at the mouth 
of the alley that runs from Cherry street 
to Mulberry street. A brick wall that 
runs along the alley hides the rear of the 
first floor and the back door from the sight 
of anyone passing through the alley. The 
thieves wrenched away the bars over the 
back door and entered through the tran- 
som by means of a ladder. No light was 
burning in the store, and the movements 
of the thieves within could not be seen by 
persons passing on the outside. They ran- 
sacked through the store at will, entering 
showcases, hat boxes, etc. They _ stole 
whole suits of clothing, single coats and 
single pants to the value of $125.

One of the money 
drawers of the safé was found on a coun- 
ter of the store where the thieves assort- 
ed and divided the contents, leaving sev- 
eral checks on’ the counter which the 
thieves evidently did not wish to carry 
away for fear they might lead to their de- 
tection.

According to The Macon Evening News, 
great care.and. secrecy were exercised in 
the printing of the questions prepared by 
the law commission for applicants for ad- 
mission to the bar to’ answer.

He was 
required to carry his type cases and other 
equipments to the office of Mr. Dessau and 
do the work there. Mr. Dessau was in the 
office all the time, and whenever Mr. Rau 
left the office ‘Mr. Dessau went with him. 
Mr. Rau was even requireg to take his 
meals in the office. 

At night Mr. Dessau locked the copy and 
type in his safe and in the mornings he 
wou'd turn it hack to Mr. Rau.

Flagler Was a West Pointer and Gal- 
lant Officer in Union Army. 


HIS FAMILY WITH HIM AT THE ENB 


He Did Much During His Long Ser-. 
vice in Arms for the Ordnance 
Department of the Army. 


Newport News, March 29.—Brigadier Gen- 
eral D. W. Flagler is dead. 

After many weeks of suffering from rheu- 
matism, which recently developed acute 
and distressing phases, General Flagler 
passed away this afternoon at the Hygela 
hotel at Old Point, whither he came three 
weeks ago by advice of his physicians, in 
the hope of obtaining at least an ameliora- 
tion of the suffering attendant upon his ail- 
ment. 

The general's wife and daughter were 
constantly at his bedside during the past 
week and with tender hands and loving de- 
votion soothed him in his last hours. 

The patient’s attending physician from 
the day of this arrival at Old Point was the 
post surgeon at Fort Monroe, who spent 
much of his time in the sick room giving his 
personal attention to the case of the invalid. 
Fhe body will Le prepared for burial and 
removed to Washington tomorrow after- 
noon, 

Flagler a West Pointer.. 

General Flagler was born in New York 
and was appointed to the military academy 
from that state July 1, 185%. He was grad- 


‘uated No. 5 in the class of 1861 and was 


appointed second lieutenant of ordnance. 
He served with credit throughout the war 


between the states. 

His earliest military service was in con- 
nection with the drilling of volunteers at 
Washington, D. C., after which he acted as 
aid-de-camp to Colonel Hunter in ‘the 
Manassas campaign, being engaged in the 
first battle of Bull Run. He was <atter- 
wards aid-de-camp to General McDowell 
in the defenses of Washington, D. C. 

After a short service as ordnance officer 
at the Allegheny arsenal, Pennsylvania, he 
accompanied General Burnside’s expedition 
to North Carolina as chief of ordnance and 
was engaged in the battle of and capture of 
Roanoke island, also in the attack of New- 
burn, S. C.; the capture of Fort Macon, the 
Maryland compaign with the army of the 
Potomac, in the tattle of South Moun- 
tain, the battle of Antietam, the battle of 
Fredericksburg, the battle of Chancellors- 
ville and the battle of Gettysburg. 

In October, 1863, he was assigned to in- 
spection duty at the West Point foundry, 


New York, and remained there until May, . 


1864, when he was transferred to duty in 
the ordinance ‘office at Washington, where 
he served until June, 1868. 


He was brevetted three times during the | 


war—first as captain, for gallant services at 
the battle of Newbern; second as major, for 
meritorious services at the siege of Fort 


Macon, and third as lieutenant colonel, “for: 


distingushed services in the fie nd faith- 
ful and merftorions service in hi * 


department during: thé rebellion.” 


Since the war he has served at various _ 
stations on ordnance duty and thas rendered ,

it was not proposed to give Samoa over 
to a reign of anarchy simply because the 
German consular official at Samoa differed 
with the British and American officials. 
Outside of these differences it was proposed 
to protect life and property at all hazards. 

When Admiral Kautz went to Samoa he 
also had as his first duty to protect life and 
property and to maintain order. 

It is evident that the bloodshéd has arisen 
out of this united effort of the American 
and British commanders to protect the law- 
abiding and peaceful elements against the 
disorderly and rebelious subjects of Mataa- 
fa. This is evidenced by Mataafa’s action 
in hemming in the town where the Ameri- 
can and British officials resided, also in the 
attacks on the consulate and in the general 
lawlessness which has prevailed since Ma- 
taafa began his reign. In short, according 
to the view of those best acquainted with 
the subject. the British and American case 
will.rest upon the paramount necessity of 
preserving peace and order. 

Rose May Be Held Responsible. 

The German view, it can be: stated on 
very eminent authority, is not likely to 
raise a direct issue on the position thus 
laid down by the British and. American 
officials. On the contrary, there is said to 
be a growing disposition on the part of 
Germany to hold Herr Rose accountable 
for the difficulties into which he has direct- 
ed his government. 

For a time he was Sustained with the 
natural desire to protect him in the proper 
discharge of his duties, but the German au- 
thorities have not contemplated that he 
would carry the matter to an open rupture 
and result in bloodshed. On that account 
there is good reason to believe that the 
German government. will not sustain Herr 
Rose, and that official] fhformation in that 
direction has already been conveyed. 

The diplomatic exchanges leading up to 
this crisis have been very sharp within 
the last few days. Early last week the Ber- 
lin government received direct informa- 
‘tion from Samoa that Admiral Kautz had 
arrived there and had summoned a meet- 
ing of all the officials for March iith. 

The German authorities felt. sure ‘this 
meeting would result in serious trouble. 
The Berlin foreign office, therefore, in- 
structed the German ambassador here, Dr. 
Von Holleben, to present a note embodying 
Germany’s views. It argued that a naval 
commander had no right to act save in ex- 
ecuting the will of the three consuls, acting 
unanimously and not«through a majority. 

But aside from this argument the 
German note intimated quite plainly 
that Germany would hold the other 
governments responsible if serious 
tzouble resulted from the action of the 
naval authorities in Samoa.

He saw service against the Indians in New 
Mexico; was captured by the Texas in- 
surgents; fought through the civil war; 
aided in quelling the great railroad strike in 
Pennsylvania in 1874; has been three times 
brevetted for gailant and meritorious ser- 
vices, and during the late war with Spain 
was appointed to the command’ of the de- 
partment of the east because of his knowl- 
edge of seacoast defenses. 

He was from 1888 until he assumed com- 
mand of the department of the east in 
command of the artillery school at Fort 
Monroe, and owing in a great measure to 
his work and his interest, the school is 
considered by military authorities the finest

| Rev. Charles A. Jessup, the new rector of 


' St. Luke’s Episcopal church, will arrive 
in the city Saturday afternoon at 3:65 


o'clock from Baltimore, and will conduct 
the Easter services at the church. 

Hie will be met at the train by a com- 
mittee consisting of Rev. Wyllys Rede and 
vestrymen of St. Luke’s, and escorted to 
the parsonage: It is probable that a public 
reception by the congregation of the church 
will be tendered Dr. Jessup in the near 
future. 

In conducting the Baster services at St. 
Luke’s, Dr. Jessup will be assisted by Rev. 
Dr. Rede, who has been priest in charge of 


1 the church for several months past. Three 


services will be held, and it is probable the 
new rector will preach at all the services. 

The hours for service on Sunday will be 
11 o’clock in the morning, 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon and 7:30 o’clock in the evening. 
The 4 o’clock service will be for children, 
and will doubtless be well attended. 

After the services on Sunday Dr. Rede 
will surrender the charge of the church in- 
to the hands of Dr. Jessup, and he will be 
in readiness to assume his new work at 
Savannah. 

In regard to his appointment and future 
work, Dr. Rede has the following to say: 
“IT have been appointed archdeacon of 
Savannah by the bishop, and the duties of 
the position are to represent the bishop in 
the territory which is committed to his 
care; to superintend the missionary opera- 
tions of the church in that_ section; to s0- 
licit funds for the support of the work, 
and to secure the opening up of new work 
wherever possible. 

“The archdeaconry of Savannah will cov- 
er,the southeastern half of the state of 
Georgia, and will contain about half of 
the missionary stations now occupied by 
the Episcopal church.” 

Dr. Rede will leave the city early next 
week for a visitation of his new field of 
labor, but his residence will remain in At- 
lanta for the next two or three months. 

Later on he will remove his family to 
Gavannah and will officiate for the last 
time as rector of the Church of the Incar- 
nation on Easter day. He will conduct the 
early morning services at 7:30 o’clock and 
will then assist Dr. Jessup at St. Luke’s 
at the 11 o’clock services.

COMMITTEE WIL REPORT 


Censolidated's ‘Options on Material Ex- 
—— pite Before: Next Meeting, 
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BOTH COMPANIES WILE LAY* TRACK 


If Consolidated Accepts Conditions of 
Franchises Litigation Between the 
Street Car Companies Will Be 
Ended—Viaduct About 
Ready for Paving. 


Mayor Woodward yesterday called a 
special session of the council for 2:90 o'clock 
this afternoon to consider the report of the 
committee on electric and other railways, 
allowing the Consolidated Street Railway 
Company franchises over the Mitchell «treet 
viaduct and through the west side. 

The special meeting was called at the In-. 
stance of Chairman Burns, of the electric 
railway committee. President Woodruff, of 
the Consolidated, is anxious that the report 
be acted on, because he now holds options 
on material for the work which will expire 
before the next regular meeting of the 
counci] Monday afternoon. As the prices 
on railway material have advanced since 
the options were secured, the Consolidated 
would be put to considerable extra expense 
by the delay. 

Another reason for the special meeting !s 
this. The Mitchell street viaduct is about 
ready for the paving. The Atlanta railway, 
which now owns the sole franchise for 
crossing the bridge, is anxious to know 
whether it shall make contracts for the 
laying of two tracks on each approach to 
the viaduct or one. If the Consolidated is 
granted the right of way over the viaduct, ft 
will have'to pay for one track, and its share. 
of the paving on the approaches. In order 
not to delay the work on the bridge the 
council] will decide this question this after- 
noon. The elty lays the tracks on the 
bridge proper. The western approaca will 
be paved with asphalt and the railroad com- 
panies must stand their part of the expense. 

The officials of the Atlanta railway did not 
wish to proceed with thé. laying of both 
tracks on the western approach and have a 
controversy with the Consolidated later as 
to the cost of paving, construction, etc. 

Condition of the nt. 

The grant to the Consofdated was made 
under certain conditions/which if complied 
with: will settle the litigation between the 
Consolidated and the Atlanta railway., The 
report of the electric railway committee 
agrees to award franchises to the Consoll- 
dater in this territory provided it will con- 
sent to withdraw its appeal from the deci- 
sion of the Fulton court In the condemna- 
tion case, and also the appeal from the de- 
cision of thé appraisers. 


President Woodruff has not stated wheth- - 


er his company will consent to these con- 
ditions or not, in fact, the matter will 
havé to be submitted to the directors of 
the Consolidated before a definite decision 
will be reached. It is thought though that 
in order to secure the wese side rights of 
way the company will not hesitate to with- 
draw its appeals, although its attorney op- 
posed this clause in the argument before 
the council committee. 

The committee also recommended that 
the condition in the west side grant to the 
Atlanta Railway Company, requiring it to 
give transfers and regulating its fares, be 
repealed. The officials of this road have 
maintained all along that both companies 
should be placed on the same basis in this 
territory, and will not object to this change 
in its original grant. Tue company an- 
nounces that it will give transfers in the 
west side anyway.

Ordinarily 2 municipality which had 
sheared itself in this way would accept 
the situation, murmuring a little perhaps 
and deploring the bad judgment that had 
led the authorities to spend so much 
money. for moonshine and brass knucks, 
But Attica, true to her desire for a boom 
with a false bottom, is not an ordinary 
town.. Attica ig in Kansas, and in Kan- 


| sas people have a way of doing things 


differently from the citizens of other 
states. The wise men of Attica have 
again bumped their heads together witha 
dull thud, not forthe purpose of devising 
ways and means of meeting the obliga- 
tions now due, but for the purpose. of 
concocting a plan to rid themselves of 
it without going into their pockets. 
‘And they have have about succeeded. 
They have hit upon a plan which we 
commend to other municipalities for its 
perfect simplicity and its charming or- 
iginality. The wise.men of Attica have 
practically decided to seize the town and 
abscond .with it. In other words, the 
proposition that finds the most favor, 
and the one that probably has been 
adopted by this time, is-to move the 
buildings of the town to a site a mile 
away, get a new charter, change the 
name of the town and in this way fleece 
the bondholders! 

(Now we ask in all seriousness if this is 
not the simplest method of settling old 
debts that has ever been devised? Is 
it not the most original] plan ever pro- 
posed? What remedy have the creditors? 
An injunction against the town would 
not hold good against individuals. The 
people cannot be compelled by any legal 
proceeding to live in ‘Attica; they cannot 
be prevented from moving their resi- 
dences to another gite. The plan would 
not work in a large town, but Attica 
has discovered for other municipalities 
of like size and resources a scheme for 
swindling their creditors that is incom- 
parable in its simplicity and complete- 
ness. 

Other Kansas towns are already con- 
sidering the feasibility of adopting this 
plan, and presently we shall find the 
wild west and northwest swarming with 
portable towns, ready to move the mo- 
ment their creditors demand their dues— 
and while the impartial historian will 
be compelled to denounce the morality 
of the scheme, truth and candor will 
compel him to admit that it is the most 
prodigious and startling product of west- 
ern genius.

The Public School Penalties. 

With reference to Judge Bloodworth’s 
card, printed yesterday, it may be desir- 
able to say that neither the public nor 
The Constitution has entertained any 
idea or belief that the new rule was de- 
liberately intended to be a slap at any 
religious denomination. In the very 
nature of things, the board of education 
must be acquitted of any such intention. 
Its responsibilities are so large and far- 
reaching, and its duties so delicate in 
many directions, that any action in 
which sectarian bias could be clearly 
shown would destroy its influence and 
result in crippling the efficiency of our 
public school system. 

In commenting on the matter yester- 
day we discussed the effect of the rule 
and not the intentions of the board or of 
any members thereof. Judge Blood- 
worth’s card shows that the rule was 
adopted simply to even up matters. But 
his reference to the other rules that sug- 
gested the one he introduced 
demonstrates that these should be 
sharply amended or abolished al- 
together. Why should teachers be 
called upon to pay a_i penalty 
for their holidays? ‘Why should chil- 
dren have demerits marked against them 
for holidays? ‘To deduct a nickel or two 
from teachers’ salaries every time there 
is a holiday, especially a church day, 
} Seems to us to be extremely picayunish; 
and to give children demerits for ab- 
sence on account of sickness or on ac- 
count of holidays, seems to us to be 
about as reasonable as to demerit them 
every day of both the long and the short 
vacations. ; 

These rules may turn out to have some 
great merit. If so, our columns are open 
to any and all who may desire to demon- 
strate it. To us, the demerit marks 
scored against a sick child are as absurd 
as they are unjust. 

We can appreciate the suggestion of 
Judge Bloodworth that all the children 
should be treated. alike, but to this we 
add that they should all be treated fair- 
ly and justly.

Judge Bloodworth is correct when he

The 
very fact that the state recognizes no 
church days, ig the reason why no pen- 
alty in any shape or form should be ex- 
acted by the state’s agents from those 
who observe church days. The state not 
only recognizes no church days, it goes 
deeper and assures religicus liberty to 
all persons and denominations. 

Now, it cannot be said that teachers 
who are compelled to*pay a money pen- 
alty when they conform to the usages 
and demands of their religion—a money 
penalty exacted by the agents of the 
state—it cannot be said that these teacb- 
ers are enjoying religious liberty. Nor 
can it be said that children, who pay 
their penalty in demerits scored against 
them on account of absence during 
church days, are enjoying religious lib- 
erty in the full meaning of that term. 

‘A. hundred explanations of the action 
of the board—its whys and its wherefores 
—cannot make its action right. The 
way out of the whole matter is very sim- 
ple. Let the board of education remove 
these penalties and thus place Atlanta's 
public school system in conformity with 
the wisdom, justice and, moderation that 
are blazoned forth Georgia’s e¢s- 
cutcheon. Ts 
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Some Wasted Sympathy. 

The Constitution is in receipt of a let- 
ter from a worthy correspondent con- 
cerning the death of the Hawaiian 
princess Kaiulani, in which sympathy 
is asked for her because “by the greed of 
self-styled Christian people she was 
robbed of her crown and her inherited 
possessions.” 

Much as The Constitution might feel 
disposed to sympathize with the person- 
al griefs of the dead princess, it fails to 
see wherein she had any God-given right 
to either a crown or proprietorship in 
human beings. In the old days when 
there was prevalent a belief in the right 
diving of kings, it was common to look 
upon the sovereign and the members of 
his family as having rights separate 
and apart from those which belong to 
our common humanity. ‘They were, ac- 
cording to these claims, built ‘out of su- 
perior clay and had the privileges which 
belonged to none others. Happily this 
misshapen idea of the relative rights of 
man and man was knocked out of tune 
when the great Napoleon sent the 
crowned mendicants upon long and hur- 
ried journeys for places of safety. Hap- 
pier still was the day when, by the word 
of George Washington, the perfect equal- 
ity of man and man was established 
and there was an end put to the pre- 
tensions of some people to rule by right 
divine over others. That principle has 
spread throughout the world, and is find- 
ing acknowledgment with great rapidity. 
It may be very disturbing to so-called 
royalty and nobility; but it is very com- 
forting to the mass of humanity. 

The Princess Kaiulani was undoubted- 
ly a very clever young woman, entitled 
to, her home, to her friends and to the 
personal enjoyment of life on an equality 
with all other people of the world, but 
that she had any claim of superiority 
which should be for an instant recog- 
nized, is altogether out of question. We 
have smashed the reign of kings and 
princes; we have get nobility by the ears 
and established in its place the higher 
principle of. manhood. We have no 
need of wasting sympathy upon a class of 
people who never knew how to extend 
sympathy to their fellow creatures. 


Nuts as a Crop. 

The raising of the edible nuts is one of 
the great industriés.of China. 

A recent consular report gives much 
valuable information upon this article 
of production, Peanuts are grown around 
Canton to the extent of about 1,000 tons. 
About 100 tons were sHipped to Canton 
this year for the purpose of expressing 
the oil. Price ranges from $2 to $3 per 
hundred-weight. 

Chestnuts are grown to the extent 
of about 500 tons, but not for export. 
Price ranges from $3 to $5 per hundred- 
weight. : 

Hazelnuts are grown at a great dis- 
tance, and only a few hundred-weight 
reach Canton for sale. Price ranges 
from $4 to $6 per hundred-weight. 

Walnuts are grown to the extent of 
about 1,000 tons, of which about 500 tons 
are exported. (Price ranges from $3 to 
$7 per hundred-weight: The above are 
only used ag an adjunct food—not es a 
regular article of diet. 

Walnuts are sometimes eaten raw; 
sometimes used (like almonds) to flavor 
cakes; sometimes preserved in sugar. 
Hazelnuts are occasionally eaten raw; 
more frequently cooked as below de- 
scribed. Peanuts and chestnuts are al- 
ways cooked. <A quantity of sand, about 
the size of No. 2 shot, it heated in an 
iron pan over a wood fire. The nuts 
are stirred in the heated sand until guffi- 
ciently roasted. The sand, of course, 
may be used several times for this pw- 


pose. 

The various nuts can be grown at a 
great profit in the southern states of our 
union, and their cultivation will furnish

Mr. Elisworth’s entertaining lecture, the 
other night, seems to have revived public 
interest in- the sad story of Arnold and 
Andre. : 

When I was a boy this chapter in our his- 
tory interested me greatly. While I deplored 
the fate of the gallant young British officer, 
it was to me to read that the 


traitor lived and died disgraced, ostracised

"Take the case of Arnold. 

Hundreds of thousands of people have 
read the account of his meeting with Talley- 
rand. As the story goes, the great French- 
man, during the revolutionary disturbances 
in his country, thought of seeking refuge 
in America. 

He went to a seaport, and hearing that 
one of the guesis of the inn where he 
stopped was an American, he hunted him 
up. 
With perfect frankness, Talleyrand told 
the stranger what he wanted. . 

“I have decided,” he said, ‘“‘to make my 
home in that land of liberty, America.”’ 

‘Yes,’ replied the other. 

“IT will become a citizen of the gréat re- 
public founded by the noble Washington.” 

“‘Yes,’’ was the brief response. 

The Frenchman talked for sometime in 
an impulsive and eloquent strain, until he 
noticed that the American was not inclined 
to meet him half way. Then, he looked at 
him closely. He saw before him a man of 
middie age and distinguished appearance,

‘My name, sir,’”’ he said, in measured 
tones, ” is Benedict Arnold!’’ 

Then, with a stately bow, he left the 
room, leaving Talleyrand in speechless 
amazement.

According to various respectable English 
writers, Arnold had a pretty good time after 
he settled in England. . 

The British government pensioned him, 
and later pensioned his widow. 

Did his descendants suffer for the sins 


+ of their father? By no means. There were 


few happier or more fortunate families in 
all England. é 

One son, James Robertson Arnold; made 
euch a splendid officer that he rose to the 
rank of lieutenant general. The king hon- 
ored him with a position on his staff. 
«Some years ago a list was published of the 
children and grandchildren of Benedict Ar- 
nold, showing their ocoupations in life and 
their matrimonial alliances, 

This publication brought out the surpris- 
ing. fact that the male descendants of the 
traitor held thigh positions in the army, at 
the bar and in the Episcopal clergy, while 
his female descendants had married mem- 
bers of prominent and wealthy aristocratic 
families. 

af any American family ever had rare 
good fortune in England in those times it 
was the Arnold family. 

Disgrace, ostracism, remorse indeed! 

This is all poppycock—the weak invention 
of weak-minded hack writers who grind out 
a lot of patriotic fiction and palm it off as 
history. 

Why was it that the English people and 
their ruling classes dealt so generously with 
the traitor? How did the man and his fami- 
ly escape social ostracism? 

The American rebels were bitterly hated 
in England. They were regarded as very 
bad citizens. 

When Arnold abandoned them, after his 
unsuccessful attempt to surrender his post, 
the British agreed that he was a good fel- 
low at heart, who at great personal risk 
had at last tried to do the right thing. 

It was a bad thing for him to have been 
in the rebel service, but fortunately the 
man had realized hig mistake. His old sen- 
timent of loyalty had reasserted itself, and 
he had finally returned to his allegiance, 
ooeer to serve under the banner of his 

ng. 

Should not such a man be honored and.-re- 
warded, and be made to feel that old Eng- 
land was ready to forgive her erring sons 
when they came back to her, offering their 
swords and their lives to theit sovereign? 

This was the view the British took of the 
Arnold affair, and the louder our people 
were in their denunciations of the traitor, 
the more willing were our enemies to re- 
ward him. 

All this, however, does not make biack 
white. It does not justify or even extenuate 
Arnold’s crime. 

The man’s memory will always be hated 
in this country. In England people have 
been educated to hold a different view.

p his generosity and his virtues as a husband, 


father and friend. 

Very well. The matter is not worth quar- 
reling over at this late date. 

I am willing to admit that Arnold was

motion of junior officers over his head. He 
was heavily in debt, and his tory wife had 
probably put in her work. 

‘Under such conditions the soldier was re- 
sentiful and desperate. He lost his balance, 
and in an evil hour began the ‘negotiations 
which resulted in his desertion of one flag 
for another. 

If Arnold had been fairly treated on our 
side, and if his superior officers and con- 
gress had shown him that his gallant ser- 
vices were properly appreciated, he would 


| have come out of the war as one of the 


most brilliant and heroic of our defenders. 
True, fe was a traitor, but there were 
American generals and politicians who se. 
cretly and openly worked against him until

That religion has been and is one of 
the greatest factors in education as well 
as civilians is superfluous to argue.

There is po 
feeling that has a greater hold on mankind 
that religion. And yet our worthy school 
board places before our children the choice 
Of disregarding the teachings of their pa- 
rents as wen as their religion or suffer 
& penalty. This same school board coun- 
tenances a number of days on which our 
Schools are closed, and while it is right 
and proper they should be observed, they 
are certainly not as important or as near 
and dear to the heart and feeling of pa- 
rents and children as religious holidays. 
Among them can be mentione@d Memorial 
day, Washington’s and Lee’s birthdays. 
Has ever a case been known where a 
Person sacrificed their life for the memory 
of a hero, né matter how great? 

Our schools are also closed on account of 
religious holidays, and while they may be 
considered national, they do not affect 
the entire community. There is a week in 
December, about the 25th of the month, 
during which the schools are closed. Is 
not that on account of religion? And is 
not this absence enforced on those children 
that are of a different religious belief? 

The above is not written in a spirit of 
criticism, but merely to show the justice 
or injustice of the rule that is to be en- 
forced. Heretofore the rights of the small 
minority were always properly respected. 
Schools are built and maintained to edu- 
cate the rising generation, and while 
strict attendance is desirable and neces- 
sary, the children should be taught a 
proper esteem and regard for all religions. 
After all, it is not so much a question of 
attendance as of what they accomplish, 
as they are, and should be, rated in accord- 
ance with their proficiency.

This same rule was repealed some. twenty 
years ago on account of its injustice. The 
case in point being a young man, Henry 
Mills, who would have been valedictorian 
of the graduating class. But on f&ccornt 
of reductions for absence on religious hoali- 
days he lost the much coveted honor. The 
attention of the school board having been 
attracted to this case, they recognized 
the necessity of repealing such an unjust 
rule. Surely the present bo does not 
wish to retrograde and commit errors that 
were corrected more than twenty years 
ago and have ever since given general 
satisfaction.

Mr. Powers has stood his illness with re- 
remarkable fortitude. The tenacity with 
which he hag clung to life is considered by 
his physicians as remarkable.

To Oppose It. 


It looks as if the action taken by the 
police commissioners reducing the salary of 
thirty policemen to $1.0 a day will not 
stand under the existing city ordinances 
regulating the police department. 

This morning missioner Patterson 
will call upon the city attorney to ask him 
for an opinion as to the legality of the 
board’s action at its last meeting. . 

City Attorney Anderson is at home sick. 
Assistant City Attorney Pendleton was seen 
by a reporter of The Constitution last 
night and asked his opinion about the right 
of the police board to reduce the salary of 
the policemen. 

‘“‘As I may be called upon officially for an 
opinion,’’ said Judge Pendleton, ‘I cannot 
give out an opinion now for publication. It 
rather seems to me, however, that salaries 
must be fixed by the council, I will iook 
into the city ordinances this morning and 
see exactly what the code says.” 

In the charter of Atlanta there are ordi- 
nances creating the board of police com- 
missioners. These sections of the charter 
prescribe how the commissioners shall be 
chosen and what powers shall be delegated 
to the board. Then in section 70, referring 
to the policemen, it is said: 

Shall Be Prescribed by Ordinance 

Their compensation shall be prescribed 
by ordinance, and shall not be increased 
or diminished during their respective 
terms. 

No salary has ever been changed except 
by ordinance, and there are now two exist- 
ing ordinances fixing the salary of a patrol- 
man at $3 a day, and for the board to 
change it, it must do so in violation of the 
ordinance. At least,.that is the way those 
who are opposing the measure speak it. 

Commissioner Jones is making a hard 
fight against the proposed change. He has 
spoken to three or four of the best attor- 
neys in the city, and he says they believe 
that-the action ot the board is illegal. 

There will be a special meeting of the 
city council this afternoon, and it is said 
the police matter will be brought up, and 
that some action in regard to it will be 
taken, 

While the members of the“police depart- 
ment are not open.y expressing themselves 
about the matter, it ig well known that 
nearly every one, if not every one, of 
them is bitterly opposed to the cut in sal- 
aries, 

Believe It Is for the Best. 

Chairman Patterson and the members of 
the board who voted for the measure say 
that they have acted as they believe to be 
for the best interest of the city and the 
department. It is their duty, they say, to 
give the city the best police protection for 
the money in hand. They were not respon- 
sible for the reduction in-the appropria- 
tion and are trying to cut the coat accord- 
ing to the cloth. They still hold that good, 
experienced policemen are worth more than 
new and inexperienced men. ) 

Commissioner Jones is fighting the change 
single handed in the board, with the excep- 
tion of the mayor, who is said to be op- 
posed to the cut in salaries. 

The outcome will be -watched with inter- 
est in the department and there are a large 
number of people who will await develop- 


ments with eager curiosity.

A white man who is dying because he 
cannot stop hiccoughing was taken to the 
Grady hospital last night. For days he has 
hiccoughed, and has been unable to eat 
or sleep on account of the incessant con- 
traction of the diaphragm. These spasms 
have been painless, but the unabated con- 
tinuance for so long a time has gradually 
weakened him until he now sees death 
approaching, and death will probably be 
the only power to cure his strange mal- 
ady. 

Last Sunday morning Willis Anderson, 
ui middie-age@d man who is a painter by 
trade, and who boards at No. 115% Decatur 
street, began to hiccough. He swallowed 
several mouthfuls of water, as that usu- 
ally stops the trouble. Half an hour pdss- 
ed and as he got no better he drank sugar 
and water, and then ammonia. None of 
the remedies relieved him. 

His friends laughed at him and joked him 
about his hiccoughing so long. Sunday 
night he ceuld not sleep, but all through 
the night he fclt the jerking of the chest 
which prevented his getting any rest. 

Monday morning he was still suffering 
from the same trouble and upon the advice 
of a friend he sought a physician. The 
matter had hecome serious and there -was 
no longer any joking indulged in. 

The treatment of the doctor was inef- 
fective and Tuesday ‘Anderson took to his 
bed. The want of sleep and the lack of 
food was gelling on him, and, besides, he 
had become excessively nervous. 

Begins To Grow Worse. 

Yesterday he grew..worse and last night 
the Grady hospital:was asked to take 


Charge of the man. The ambulance was 


sent for and he. was, placed in the public 
ward for treatment. _ 

Anderson was in perfect health up .to 
the time the hiccoughing began last Sun- 
day. He had been at work all day Satur- 
day, and Saturday night went to bed 
without complaining. It was a short while 
after breakfast that he was seized with 
the trouble and since that time he has 
scarcely drawn a breath without a jerking 
of the chest. 

Hiccoughs are said to be a spasmodic 
contraction of the diaphragm,the inner wall 
of the chest that surrounds the lungs, the 
heart and the stomach. Weakness often 
causes this contraction, and it is frequént- 
ly a symptom of approaching dissolution 
when disease has wasted the body. 

The Man Was in Good Health. 

In the case of Anderson there was no 
weakness and no apparent disease. The 
hiccoughing came upon him while he was 
in good health and perfectly strong. 

Anderson -came to Atlanta from Ohio 
three or four years ago. He has relatives 
who are said to be very wealthy and some 
cne often sefids him money from abroad. 
He does not dissipate, although he drinks 
a@ little sometimes, though not to excess. 

His case wiil be closely diagnosed by 
the hospital physicians, ang if possible 
the violent and unremitting hiccoughing 
will be stopped. If it is not stopped the 
man will die in a short time. 

Last night a reporter of The Constitution 
saw Anderson and asked him about him- 
self and his peculiar case, He tried to 
answer, but the hiccoughs mado it #9 difl- 
cult for Him to speak that ha was told to 
remain quiet,

Changes Will Cause Much Confusion 
to Tax Receivers in All the 
Large Counties. 


The taxbooks of Fulton county will be 
opened Saturday morning. It the meantime 
Tax Receiver Afmistead is preparing his 
Office to receivé the returns of taxation. 
So many and such great changes have been 


made in the tax laws for this year, over | 


those of last year, that the present method 
of giving in taxeés is totally different from 
that of previous years. 

Tax Receiver Armistead hag now to per- 
@onally give the oath to every tax payer 
Who wishes to give in his returns.’ The time 
that will be required for this will be so 
great that the small office will have to be 
given additional facilities to handle the 
large number of persons who come there 
about the time the books close. 

The instructions which have been issued 
to tax receivers of every county of the state 
are very rigid. The changes in the jaw are 
iuliy outlined and explained.

Executive Committees of County Commis- 
sioners Association Meets Today. 


WILL CHOOSE PLACE TO MEET 


There Will Be a Lively Contest—At- 
lanta May Be Chosen. 


TO ARRANGE CONVENTION PROGRAMME 


{Interesting Subjects for Papers Will 
Be Determined Upon—Fulton 
Board To Be Present. 


The executive committee of the Associ.- 
tion of County Commissioners of Roads 
and Revenues of Georgia will convene in 
the office of the board of commissioners 
of Fulton county this morning at Ul 
o'clock, 

The session will be a very important one, 
as there are a number of matters bearing 
on the next state convention to be at- 
tended to. The officers and members of 
the committee are: President, E. E.- Dixon; 
secretary, A. L. Kontz; George E. Atwood, 
W. O. Watson, J. B. Murray, W. F. Den- 
nis, Forrest Adair, E. H. Walker, M. M. 
Trimmier, W, P. McWhorter, F. T. Davie, 
W. F. Eve and J. A. Foster. 

The committee is composed of-one com- 
missioner from a county in every congres- 
sional district. Several of the members of 
the committee arrivea in the city yesterday 
and last night. Others will come today. 
The committee will meet at 11 o’clock and 
the business which ig before it will be 
taken up at once. 

The convention for this year will be 
held in July, which is thé usual month. 
The place of meeting is to be chosen. It 
is expected that there will be a lively con- 
test for the convention. Several places 
have been suggested, but no one county 
svems to have a preference over the others. 

About 150: county commissioners from all 
parts wf the state attend the convention, 
and it is very desirable. Atlanta has had 
the corfvention on two previous occasions, 
and on account of its accessibility from 
all parts of the state many of the execu- 
tive commitiee favor it for the convention 
this year. 

Macon, it is said, will ask for the con- 
vention. It was decided that the last con- 
vention should be held at Macon, but the 
place was changed before the time of the 
convention. 

The subjects upon Which papers are to 
be read will be determined. Those who 
will read the papers before the convention 
will be chosen. This will be an important 


part of the work of the committee. The 


subjects which will be chogen will relate 
di¢ectly upon the work of the commis- 
sioners of the differént counties. 

Good roads is an important topic in every 
convention and information on this subject 
will be embodied in @ paper to be read. 


‘County officers will be discussed. The fee 


system has received liberal treatment and 
many discussions of it have taken place. 
It is the custom of the egegnvention to 
pass resolutions reflecting the sentiment 
of the organization, and which it will sup- 
port. A committee is then appointed to 
frame the resolutions in proper shape for 
presentation as bills to the next session of 
the legislature for enactment and the sub- 
jects which are chosen by the executive 
committee will be the beginning of the 
resolutions which will 
eonvention in July. 


TWO NEW ORDINANCES 
IN EFFECT TOMORROW 


Two important city ordinances recently 
passed by council will go into effect tomor- 
row, the Ist day of April. One is the ordi- 
nance by Councilman Thomson prohibiting 
spitting in public places. The other is the 
Sanitary ordinance, the chief feature of 
which is the requirement for all the occu- 
parts of all buildings other than residences 
to place separate bins for garbage and 
ashes on the outer edge of the sidewalks 
every morning ,between ‘the hours of 7 and 
8 o’clock. 

Mayor Woodward will notify the chief of 
police that these ordinances must be strict- 
ly observed after midnight tonight and all 
offenders will be severely punished by the 
city recorder. The sanitary ordinance was 
framed for the purpose of aiding the health 
officials in the collection of refuse, and 
the requirement to placé receptacles on the 
sidewalks is entirely new to Atlanta. This 
rule will be effective only in the business 
and factory districts. 

Chief Lowry, of the sanitary department, 
has issued the following statement to resi- 
dents, notifying them that the law will be 
strictly enforced: 

“Health Office.—Section 1. Be it ordained 
by the mayor and general council that 
from and after the ist day of April, 1899, 
it shall be the duty of every occupant of 
any building, residence or place of business 
in the city of Atlanta to provide and keep 
within or near such building, residence or 
place of business two receptacles, one for 
garbage and the other for ashes. Ashes 
shall be kept entirely separate from gar- 
bage, ete. Receptacles for all buildings, 
other than residences, shall be. placed on 
the outer margin of the sidewalk every 
day between the hours of 7 and 8 o’clock 
a. m. except Sundays, when said vessels 
shall not be placed upon the sidewalk. 
When said vessels are emptied by the sani- 
tary men they shall be immediately re- 
moved from the sidewalk. 

‘Bec, 2. Be it further ordained that any 
person violating the provisions of this ordl- 
nance shall, on conviction thereof before 


the recorder, be fined in a sum not exceed- 
ing $10, or be imprisoned not longer than 
thirty days,either or both, in the discretion 
of the court 

“Sec. 3. Be it further ordained that all 
ordinances or parts of ordinances in con- 
flict herewith be and the same are hereby 
repealed. 

“You are hereby notified that the above 
ordinance will be strictly enforced from 
April 1, 1899. J. T. LOWRY, 

“Chief Inspector.” 


The Anti-Spitting Ordinance. 

The anti-spitting ordinance will be en- 
forced just as strictly as the sanitary ordi- 
nance. It prohibits expectorating on the 
sidewalks, in elevators, public halls and 
street cars. Offenders will be §fin- 
ed not more than $5 or sent vo 
the stockade for ten days for 
offense, in the discretion of the city record- 
er. The police have been cautioned to 
watch out for spitters, and every man, or 
woman, either, seen expectorating on the 
sidewalk or street car will be immediately 
placed under arrest and locked in the po- 
lice barracks pending trial if he or she can- 
not make satisfactory bond. 

This legislation has caused much inter- 
est, not only in Atlanta, but in other parts 
of the country. City Clerk Green has late- 
ly received numerous requests from alder- 
men and councilmen in other cities asking 
for a copy of the ordinance, It is probable 
that other municipalities will be legislating 
along the same line in the near future. 

Some councilmen in Atlanta have pre- 
dicted that the ordinance will be a failure 
here because the police, they say, will never 
enforce it, just like other city ordinances 
that are completely ignored, Mayor Wood- 
ward has determined, however, that the 
spitting ordinance shall be enforced to the 
letter, 

Councilman Thomson has been congratu- 
lated on all sides, particularly by the la- 
dies, for his ordinance, and he predicts 
that the streets and public places will be 
kept cleaner in future. The city will post 
large placards with the ordinance printed 
thereon in prominent places this week, so 
as to remind travelers that they must make 
the gutters their targeta hereafter.

In an article by 8. M. D. Bugelbronne, 
in this month’s Frank Leslie, the following 
story is tol@ of the exhibition of the 


women of Holland: 

“All the larger exhibitions of late years 
have had a ‘woman's department,’ and 
those at the Chicago World's fair and the 
Subilee exhibition in London are still fresh 
in our minds. But an exposition devoted 
exclusively to women is certainly of novel 
interest. Such a one was beld in Denmark 
‘4n 189, and from this example, and influ- 
enced by the splendid results it obtained, 
the idea took root in Holland's Hague to 
hold one like it. I must say it is with im- 
mense satisfaction I can report it, too, as 
an unqualified success—of all the exhibi- 
tions held in recent years in this country, 
perhaps the most successful. I feel some 
pride in calling the attention of American 
women to this enterprise—planned, carried 
out and brought to a brilliant consumma- 
tion by their fellow workers in Holland. 
Tt is doubly gratifying to do so through 
the medium of a popular magazine, at the 

head of which is a woman. 
. “In the main building or industrial hall 
were represented perbaps 100 different in- 
 @ustries, nearly all in operation and in all 
’ of which women's labor is extensively, if 
mot exclusively, used in Holland. The 
“space accorded this article does not per- 
mit me enumerating them al], which indeed 
would be hardiy necessary, the larger por- 
tion being industries in which wémen are 
employed in America as well asin Hol- 
tand; such as dairying, taundryisg, spin- 
ning, weaving, typesetting, printing, etc. I 
“ean only speak of one or two which are 


more. characteristic. 

“In country where there is no nat- 
iatosene and where all the houses are 
built of brick and the roads througiout the 
Jength and breadth of the land am paved 
with brick—as cyclists know to tlpir sor- 
Yow—the making of bricks is an important 
branch of industry. It will st#ke an 
‘American as almost inconceivable that the 
“hardest part of this work, the mrrying 
and wheeling of the moided as well] as the 
\ burnt bricks, is almost entirely don¢ by fe- 
male labor. It was not possible jor the 
organizers of this exhibition to lave 4 
brickyard in operation on their gtounds, 
nor to show its visitors how womes have 
to slave all over the country ard the 
whole year through to provide the nation 
with this essential material for wtuilding 
‘and ftoad-making. But luckily a young 
lady sculptor from Amsterdam seni in a
